‘amounting to.$99,11: which has usually been paid by the Town. It is our 
opinion tbat the Superintendent has managed the affairs of the Farm 
with prudence and economy, and that much credit is due to Mrs. Peacock’ 
for the good order and cleanliness with which she has managed her de- 
partment. .
